Cut Down Military. 


Members of the league would mu- 


tually undertake to cut down and 
steadily reduce their land, naval and 
aerial forces, according to a fixed 
standard to be.vagreed .upon. 


Figures showing the annual ex- 


penditure for armament, the number 
of troops under arms, war materials 
in hand and tho number of warships 
in commission would be communi- 
cated" annually to The Hague bureau 
which would publish them. 


The constitution provides for eco- 


nomic equality and for the principle 
of the open door, all members of the 
league granting each other most fa- 
vored national treatment. 


For the first decade 
after 'the

WASHINGTON—-The cost of food 


is still going jip, according to fig- 
ures made public today by the de- 
partment of labor. 
Prices rose 2 


percent in August over July, and in 
the last year the cost of eating has 
zone up 15 percent and in five years 
70 percent. 
Tho food administration in a de- 


tailed statement seeks to minimize 
the upward trend, citing figures to 
show that from the spring of 1917 
to the spring of 1918 the increase m 
wholesale prices of food averaged 
only 3% percent. 


Here Are Figures. 


"Retail prices of food as reported 


to the United States bureau of labor 
statistics for August, 1918, show, 
for the United States, for all ar- 
ticles combined an increase of - per- 
cent as compared with July, 101S,'1' 
says the labor department bulletin. 
"The pricw of eight articles 
de- 


creased. Fresh beef declined in price 
during the month. Chuck roast and 
pl«t« boiling beef decreased S per 
: cent eachTrib roast and round steak

"Tho increase in the price of all 


articles of food combined in August, 
1918, as compared 
with 
August, 


1917, was 15 pei-cent. In this period 
hens show the greatest increase, or 
S3 percent; chuck roast increased 30 
percent; round steak, 29 percent; 
plate boiling beef, and bacon, 26 
percent higher than a year 
ago.

"For tlw five year poriofl, Aurust 


16,1913, to August 15,1918, all food 
combined showed an increasa in price 
of 70 percent.

Four articles in- 
creased over 100 percent, as fol- 
lows: Meal,-127 percent; lard and 
flour, 106 percent each, and pota- 
toes, 105 percent."

"these increases have been trreatly 
overestimated by. laying too much 
emphasis on special cases. Figures 
show that during the last 12 months

whole nation's expenditures at the 
wholesale prices and thus closely in- 
dicates the national trend, it does 
not follow that there are no local 
variations. •
